Australia — Newcastle. — Month of September, 1909. Estimated 
population, 48,017. Total number of deaths 48, including 3 from 
tuberculosis. 

Sydney. — Month of September, 1909. Estimated population, 
592,100. Total number of deaths 545, including diphtheria 3, scarlet 
fever 1, typhoid fever 4, and 52 from tuberculosis 

Brazil — Pernarribuco. — Two weeks ended October 15, 1909. 
Estimated population, 210,000. Total number of deaths 320, 
including measles 8, plague 7, smallpox 27, and 34 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — Hamilton. — Month of November, 1 909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 49,000. Total number of deaths 70, including diphtheria 1, 
measles 1, and 1 from typhoid fever. 

Egypt — Alexandria. — Month of October, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 420,000. Total number of deaths 926, including diphtheria 
13, plague 2, scarlet fever 1, smallpox 2, typhoid fever 20, typhus fever 
1, and 86 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain. — Week ended November 20. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 great towns cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 14.6 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 16,445,281. 

Ireland. — The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts hav- 
ing an aggregate estimated population of 1,142,830, correspond to an 
annual rate of 20.0 per thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded at Galway, viz, 3.9, and the highest at Wexford, 
viz, 32.7 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns having an 
aggregate estimated population of 1,865,571, show a total of 708, 
including diphtheria 9, measles 36, scarlet fever 9, and whooping 
cough 12. The highest rate was recorded at Glasgow, viz, 24.9, and 
the lowest at Leith, viz, 11.0. 

Italy — Milan. — Month of November, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 900,000. Total number of deaths 175, including diphtheria 2, 
scarlet fever 2, typhoid fever 26, and 122 from tuberculosis. 

Jamaica — Kingston. — Month of November, 1909. Estimated 
population, 48,500. Total number of deaths 120, including 11 from 
phthisis pulmonalis. 

New Zealand — Auckland. — Month of September, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 42,748. Total number of deaths 52, including 
typhoid fever 1, and 8 from tuberculosis. 

Christchurch. — Month of September, 1909. Estimated population, 
76,709. Total number of deaths 48, including 1 from tuberculosis. 
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Dunedin. — Month of September, 1909. Estimated population, 
61,279. Total number of deaths 46, including 2 from tuberculosis.
